It now appears that the 
California Assembly as well 
as the State Senate will be 
redistricted as a result of re¬ 
cent court decisions that 
state legislature districts 
must be drawn on a nonu- 
latlon basis. ^ 

Since Assembly districts 
have in theory always been 
established according to 
population, it may come as 
a surprise to some that the 
Assembly has been ordered 
to “show cause” by Febru- 
ary !■» why it should not be 
reapportioned. 

The fact is that Assembly 
district population inequi¬ 
ties do exist, for two rea¬ 
sons: 

1. The partisan redistrlct- 
Ing of 1961. 

2. Certain requirements in 
the state constitution which 
control redistricting. 

As the party in power, the 
Democrats in 1961 carved 
the state to their own ad¬ 
vantage, in some cases 
ignoring population. 

Thus San Francisco Coun¬ 
ty, a Democratic stronghold, 
was awarded five Assembly- 
men although its population 
only justified 3.78. Republi¬ 
can-oriented Orange Coun¬ 
ty, on the other hand, with 
an entitlement of 3.57, was 
given only three Assembly- 
men. 

The other factor which has 
created Assembly districts of 
unequal population is a re¬ 
quirement in the state con¬ 
stitution that no Assembly 
district may cross a county 
line, except to totally in¬ 
clude another county. Be-
